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Police 
looking 
for Louisa 
robber

LOUISA — Law enforcement 
officials are searching for a man 
who robbed the Inez Deposit Bank 
in Louisa Friday and made off with 
an undisclosed amount of cash. 

Kentucky State Police Post 14 
spokesman Mike Murriell said 
Monday that the unidentified male 
did not brandish a weapon but pro- 
duced a note asking the teller to give 
him money. 

The KSP issued a press release 
accompanied by a photo of the man 
who allegedly robbed the bank. The 
male is described as being approxi- 
mately 5 feet, six inches tall, has a 
slender build. He was wearing a red 
and black baseball cap, khaki pants, 
and a long- sleeve patterned shirt 
over a white T-shirt with the letters 
WAX (could be WAXER) visible on 
the front. 

According to the report released 
by the KSP, the man entered the 
bank, located at 202 East Main 
Street in downtown Louisa, at 
approximately 2:55 p.m., demand- 
ing cash from a teller. 

The man obtained an undisclosed 
amount of cash before exiting 
through the bank’s back door, flee- 
ing on foot along Lock Avenue and

Blanton pleads guilty, 
gets life for killing parents

PAINTSVILLE — A Johnson County man who 
pleaded guilty in Lawrence Circuit Court Friday to 
killing his parents, Larry and Sandra Blanton, in 
September 2012 was sentenced early Monday morn- 
ing to life without the possibility of parole. 

Prior to Monday’s sentencing by Judge John 
David Preston in Johnson Circuit Court, William 
“Willie” Blanton heard impact statements read by 
various family members, including his sister, his 
grandmother and an aunt. 



Amanda Howard spoke on behalf of herself and 
another sister, Kim Borowski, in one statement and 
on behalf of herself and the Blanton family in 
another. 

In the statement for herself and the family, she 
said that the family of Larry Blanton has been 
“gravely traumatized” by William Blanton’s “sense- 
less act of violence” and that they will always won- 
der why or what possessed him to commit the hor- 
rible crime against his parents. 

“All we have left of Larry are permanent pictures

LOUISA — A local business 
owner is trying to obtain enough 
signatures on a petition to get the 
issue of whether the city of Louisa 
should go wet or stay dry put on the 
ballot. 

A copy of the petition is current- 
ly available in the city clerk’s office. 

Businessman Gene Wilson 
recently opened a new hotel in Lou- 
isa and says that he has a restaurant 
interested, but only if the city 
decides to allow people to purchase 
an alcoholic beverage with their 
meals. 

“Many of the people who stay at 
my hotel are from away from here, 
and when they ask about a nice res- 
taurant that they can go to and enjoy 
a drink with their meal, I have to 
send them to somewhere like Ash- 
land,” Wilson said Monday. “We 
were in the Depot precinct, and I 
was getting signatures, but then we 
got annexed by the city and now that

Issues in manslaughter case to be revisited

FRANKFORT — The Kentucky Court of Appeals 
Friday sent a Johnson County manslaughter case back 
to the local court for additional findings regarding 
domestic violence and parole issues. 

In its ruling, a three-member appeals court panel 
said Johnson Circuit Judge John David Preston applied 
the wrong standard when he denied Donna Wheeler’s 
request to be exempted from having to serve 85 per- 
cent of her prison sentence before being eligible for 



parole. 

Wheeler was convicted in May 2011 of first-degree 
manslaughter in the April 30, 2010, shooting death of 
her ex-boyfriend, James Sparks. Preston later sen- 
tenced her to 14 and a half years in prison. 

Wheeler testified that Sparks was drunk on the day 
of the shooting and that he began abusing her and they 
struggled with the gun, which went off a couple of 
times during the struggle. As Sparks was leaving the 
residence, Wheeler admitted that she fired the gun but

Johnson County section of Dawkins Trail opens 



RICEVILLE - Gov. Steve Bes- 
hear and First Lady Jane Beshear, 
along with trail enthusiasts and local 
officials, opened the first 18-mile 
section of the Dawkins Line Rail 
Trail Saturday. 

The former railroad line is the 
newest adventure tourism attraction 
in Eastern Kentucky for hikers, 
horseback riders and cyclists. 

“We want the Dawkins Line Rail 
Trail to attract tourists and help 
develop the local tourism economy,” 
the governor said. “I know people 
are excited about the future of this 
trail and what it can do for this 
region.” 

The governor and first lady 
joined with other officials, including 
Judge-Executives Tucker Daniel of 



Johnson County and Charles Hardin 
of Magoffin County, for a ribbon- 
cutting ceremony near Riceville in 
Johnson County, where an unim- 
proved trailhead will be located. The 
first 18 -mile leg of the trail, from 
Hager Hill in Johnson County to 
Royalton in Magoffin County, fea- 
tures 24 trestles and 662-foot Gun 
Creek Tunnel. Another trailhead is 
located at Royalton in Magoffin 
County. 

“The natural beauty and rolling 
hillsides are perfect for hiking, 
cycling and horseback riding,” the 
first lady said. “There’s a great 
demand for new trails and I believe 
the Dawkins Line will become very 
popular very soon.” 

Work on the rail trail - the largest 



in the state — was carried out by the 
Kentucky Transportation Cabinet, 
the Finance and Administration Cab- 
inet and the Tourism, Arts and Heri- 
tage Cabinet. The trail will be man- 
aged by the Kentucky Department of 
Parks. The Finance and Administra- 
tion Cabinet issued a contract to 
BOCA Enterprises of Hagerhill for 
construction of the first phase and 
work was completed this month. 

State funding for the 36-mile 
former rail line was initially provid- 
ed by the 2006 General Assembly. 
The purchase of the property from 
the R.J. Corman Railroad Group was 
finalized in the spring of 2011. The

in our minds and hearts of the 
last moments we spent with 
Larry, a son, a brother, a father 
and a friend to so many, mem- 
ories that will never leave us. 
Larry was a man of his word, 
always there to lend a helping 
hand to his Oil Springs friends 
and neighbors. People around 
Pigeon Creek say he was one 
of a kind man. If Larry gave 
you his word it was as good as 
gold,” Howard said. “They 
also say when it came to Wil- 
lie, no one was immune to his 
thieving hands. All Larry 
could say about Willie is I 
don’t know where I went 
wrong.” 

Howard also said that as a 
family, the best way to 
describe how they feel is to 
imagine the worst emotional 
pain that you’ve ever experi- 
enced and multiply it by a 
thousand. 

“It’s a pain that never goes 
away. There will be no clo- 
sure. There is no getting over 
the terrible murder of a loved 
one. This loss will never go 
away,” Howard also said. “It 
is beyond our comprehension 
how a person could do this to 
another human being much 
less his own parents. Yet we 
must live in this hideous after- 
math of a situation out of any 
of our control. Larry was a 
good person who loved God, 
life, his family, his animals, 
farm and the view from their 
home on Paradise Mountain. 
We will never forget the enor- 
mous suffering caused by Wil- 
lie. A lifetime in prison can 
only close one page in our 
book. He is a heartless, cruel 
psychopath who deserves life 
without parole as he has no 
regard for human life.” 

In the statement read on 
behalf of she and her sister, 
Howard told Blanton that he 
was the son that their father 
had always wanted and that he 
was the father that Blanton 
never appreciated. 

“He was the dad we missed 
and longed for,” Howard said. 
“We just don’t understand 
how you could have done this 
and we never will. You had 
our dad a lifetime, something 
Kim and I always longed for 
and if you didn’t want or need 
him, we sure did. Dad always 
said that someday we would 
see how much we meant to 
him and we just knew in our 
hearts someday he would need 
us and we could be there for 
each other, but thanks to you 
that someday will never come 
and our broken hearts will 
never heal. So I hope for you, 



hurt, as you leave your son 
without a father and a grand- 
father, but I don’t guess that is 
possible for a heartless person 
like you.” 

Blanton’s aunt and Sandra 
Blanton’s sister, Lois Fraley, 
said that the only thing Willie 
Blanton had given the family 
is lies and stealing from each 
of them. She also said that 
although she should hate him, 
she doesn’t. 

“You have a home where 
you are going,” Blanton’s 
grandmother, Nora Blair, said. 
“But it won’t be one you can 
run to mom or dad for money 
or for a truck to drive. How 
does it feel to know you get 
nothing for what you did? I 
wonder if Sandra was scared 
of you. When you die, you 
will have no one who cares for 
you around. You will be 
alone.” 

Blair also read something 
written by Sandra Blanton that 
Blair said wasn’t finished but 
appeared to be a poem entitled 
“My Son” in which she talked 
about what a “ray of sun- 
shine” Willie Blanton was to 
his mother. 

Blanton entered a plea deal 
with prosecutors at his sched- 
uled pretrial hearing Friday in 
Lawrence County. As part of 
the agreement, Blanton 
received two life sentences 
without the possibility of 
parole for the murder of his 
parents. 

Blanton also pleaded 
guilty to tampering with phys- 
ical evidence and 10 counts of 
forged checks, attempting to 
fill his father’s prescription at 
a Paintsville pharmacy and 
being a persistent felony 
offender. 

In the plea deal, Blanton 
received five years for each 
offense, which was enhanced 
to 10 years because he is a 
persistent felony offender. The 
sentences will run concurrent- 
ly with those for the murder 
charges. Blanton also received 
253 days jail credit for the 
time he has already been 
incarcerated. 

Blanton’s attorney, Steve 
Goble, said that his client 
wanted to resolve the case 
against him and to give the 
family some closure. 

Johnson County Sheriff 
Dwayne Price issued a press 
release just after Blanton 
entered the plea agreement 
Friday in which he says “jus- 
tice has been served.” 

“This agreement fits the 
crime that was committed,” 
Price said. “Willie will not get 
out of prison for the rest of his 
natural born life. He will no 



longer pose a danger to soci- 
ety. This case was worked on 
by every Deputy in our office. 
The Blanton’s family and 
many citizens in the Oil 
Springs area, as well as 
throughout the county, were a 
lot of help in getting a resolu- 
tion. Also, we appreciate the 
hard work put in by the Com- 
monwealth’s Attorney Office 
to get this agreement. I believe 
I can speak for everyone when 
I say we are all thankful this 
case is finally closed.” 

Family members say they 
are interested to see what hap- 
pens in the case involving 
Blanton’s girlfriend, Amanda 
Fannin, who originally had an 
agreement with the common- 
wealth’s attorney’s office that 
said she had no involvement 
in the murders, wasn’t at the 
scene when they took place 
and only became aware of it 
after the fact. 

In her plea agreement, the 
death penalty for Blanton was 
taken off the table and the 
charges pending against her 
for flagrant non- support and 
promoting contraband were to 
also be dismissed in exchange 
for her providing information 
in the case. But the common- 
wealth is seeking to have the 
agreement revoked after 
receiving information that 
would prove Fannin violated 
the terms of her agreement. 

Fannin is scheduled to 
appear in Johnson Circuit 
Court for a status hearing June 
21 and then again on June 26 
for an evidentiary hearing. 

Johnson County Coroner 
J.R. Frisby said that the pre- 
liminary autopsy of Larry and 
Sandra Blanton showed that 
they had died of blunt force 
trauma to the head and to the 
trunk and the official date of 
death was set at Sept. 7, 2012, 
through an investigation con- 
ducted by the Johnson County 
Sheriff’s Office. 

The couple’s remains were 
found buried in an area by a 
barn on their Oil Springs 
property, approximately 4-4.5 
feet down in the dirt and 
beneath a heavy pile of horse 
manure, according to Frisby. 

Larry and Sandra Blanton 
went missing in September 
2012, and Willie Blanton and 
Fannin were both considered 
persons of interest from the 
beginning, police said. 

Willie Blanton was arrest- 
ed Oct. 8, 2012, after he tried 
to fill his father’s prescription 
at a Paintsville pharmacy, but 
wasn’t charged with their 
murder until the bodies were 
recovered in February.

did not intend to shoot Sparks. 
Wheeler also testified that 
Sparks had abused her on sev- 
eral prior occasions. 

Following her trial, Wheel- 
er asked that she be exempted 
from serving 85 percent of her 
sentence before being eligible 
for parole because she was a 
victim of domestic violence. 
Under state law, any “person 
who has been determined by a 
court to have been a victim of 
domestic violence or abuse . . . 
with regard to the offenses 
involving the death of the vic- 
tim or serious physical injury 
to the victim” is exempt from 
the 85 percent requirement. 

Preston ruled that Wheeler 
was not entitled to the domestic 
violence exemption, applying 
another statutory exception to 
“mean that Wheeler had to 
establish that she was a victim 
of domestic violence at the 
time she committed the 
offense,” the appeals court 
said. 

A previous Court of 
Appeals decision clarified that 
the statute “does not require 
that the domestic violence 
occur at the same time as the 
offense for which the defen- 
dant was charged.” 

In Friday’s ruling, the 
appeals court said the com- 
monwealth conceded that the 
judge “incorrectly applied a 
simultaneous standard in this 
case.” 

“The trial court did not 
address whether there was a 
connection between the offense 
and the domestic violence,” the 
court said in its ruling. “Fur- 
ther, KRS 533.060(1) requires 
that ‘the findings of the court 
shall be noted in the final judg- 
ment.’ Here, the trial court 
made no such findings in its 
judgment.” 



The appeals court remand- 
ed the case for “additional find- 
ings and entry of an amended 
judgment.” 

“On remand, the trial court 
should ‘look at the totality of 
the evidence to determine if’ 
there was ‘some connection’ 
between the crime and domes- 
tic violence,” the court wrote. 
“The trial court must then 
make findings regarding

trail name comes from the 
Dawkins Lumber Company, 
which developed the rail line 
in the early 1900s for timber 
harvesting and transportation.

which represents proceeds 
from his conspiracy. Albert 
was also ordered to pay 
$100,000 in community resti- 
tution. 

Albert admitted that from 
January 2009 until February 
2011, he wrote numerous 
fraudulent prescriptions to 
individuals without a legiti- 
mate medical purpose. He 
typically wrote prescriptions 
for 100 (10-milligram) Perco- 
cet pills in exchange for $200 
cash. Court records indicate 
that Albert frequently wrote 
approximately 40 to 50 fraud- 
ulent prescriptions in a given 
day. 

According to the plea 
agreement, Albert wrote pre- 
scriptions to people who vis- 
ited his clinic, his private resi- 
dence and a closed chiroprac- 
tor’s office in Johnson County. 
During these visits, Albert 
performed little to no exami- 
nation before writing the pre- 
scriptions. Patients who 
returned to the clinic after 
their initial visits received pre- 
scriptions without visiting 
with Albert at all. 

In many cases, Albert 



signed his name to blank pre- 
scriptions and had an office 
assistant fill out the actual 
prescription. He also back 
dated information into his 
medical files to cover up the 
scheme. 

During the course of the 
conspiracy, Albert worked at 
Care More Pain Management; 
and after resigning from Care 
More, he opened his own pain 
clinic at Turner Branch. Albert 
was employed by Care More 
Pain Management owners 
Tammy Cantrell, of Oil 
Springs and Shelby Lackey of 
Williamsport. They pleaded 
guilty in April to conspiracy to 
distribute and unlawfully dis- 
pense Oxycodone and main- 
taining a drug involved prem- 
ise. 

The investigation started 
in 2009 when investigators 
with the Kentucky Attorney 
General’s Office observed 
large congregations of people 
routinely lined up outside 
Care More’s pain clinic. 

The investigation was con- 
ducted by the Drug Enforce- 
ment Agency, the Kentucky 
Attorney GeneraPs Office and 
the Paintsville Police Depart- 
ment. Assistant U.S. Attorney 



Roger West represented the 
U.S. Attorney’s Office in the 
case.

consists of East Louisa, West 
Louisa and Meadowbrook 
Precincts. I think there were 
more than 800 registered vot- 
ers who voted in the last elec- 
tion, and I am required to get 
25 percent of the number of 
people who voted to sign a 
petition asking that the issue 
be on the ballot. I think, and 
don’t hold me to it, that we 
need around 220 signatures. I 
went to the city council meet- 
ing to ask that they allow me 
to place a copy of the petition 
at city hall, and they agreed. 
Four of the council members 
signed and then some of the 
members in the audience 
signed it, too. I think people 
are scared that there will be 
bars, and that isn’t the case. If 
it goes through, then the city 
would be able to regulate who 
can have a license to operate, 
and if they didn’t want a bar, 
they just simply deny the 
license.” 

Wilson said he also is 
against having a bar in town 
but that it could generate rev- 



enue if businesses such as gro- 
cery stores could sell alcoholic 
beverages. 

“I’m doing this because 
Applebee’s is interested in 
building by my hotel,” Wilson 
said. “If it gets approved, they 
will build a restaurant by my 
hotel and I won’t have to send 
people elsewhere to eat. The 
city can regulate the licenses, 
but I see nothing wrong with 
places like Walmart or Food 
City being able to sell it. It’s a 
win-win situation.” 

Wilson pointed out that 
people who want alcoholic 
beverages are able to cross 
over into West Virginia and 
purchase them, but that it 
doesn’t benefit the city when 
they do and that the city would 
benefit “greatly” if the city 
goes wet. 

“If I get the signatures 
needed, then the documents 
will be given to County Clerk 
Chris Jobe to be certified,” 
Wilson said. “I think they can 
do a special election and don’t 
have to wait on the regular 
election if we get enough sig- 
natures.”

Freedom was short-lived 
for a Floyd County inmate 
who escaped custody last 
week.

For the McDowell hold- 
up, Bradley is charged with 
first-degree robbery, pos- 
session of a handgun by a 
convicted felon, resisting 
arrest, fleeing or evading 
police on foot, first-degree 
wanton endangerment, 
operating a motor vehicle 
under the influence of alco- 
hol/drugs/etc., as well as 
other traffic related offenses 
and is now charged addi- 
tionally with second-degree 
escape. 

A passenger in the get- 
away vehicle from the 
McDowell robbery, Kelly J. 
Bryant, 43, of Martin, is 
also charged with first- 
degree robbery.

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Upgrade your 
cable modem 
for faster 
speeds

I’ll be honest: Cable 
modems aren’t glamorous 
technology. In fact, you 
probably haven’t thought 
about yours since it was 
installed. 

It’s easy to forget how 
important, and impressive, 
your cable modem actually 
is. It handles your Internet 
traffic 24/7 for years, usu- 
ally without a hiccup. 
Some modems even pull 
double duty as your wire- 
less router. 

Beyond that, there is 
another good reason to 
think about your cable 
modem. If it’s more than a 
few years old, you might 
not get the Internet speeds 
you pay for. 

Don’t guess at your 
Internet speed. 

Cable companies are 
busy upgrading their net- 
works for faster speeds. 
Naturally, to access these 
faster speeds requires a 
newer cable modem. 

The newest standard for 
cable modems is DOCSIS 
3 -although DOCSIS 3.1 is 
coming soon. DOCSIS 3 
can have data download 
rates of 160 megabits per 
second, or better - four 
times faster than DOCSIS 
2. Sounds great! 

But don’t run out and 
grab a new modem just yet. 
Check with your cable pro- 
vider to see if your connec- 
tion uses DOCSIS 3. If 
your neighborhood net- 
work isn’t up-to-date, a 
new cable modem can 
wait. 

There’s also no rush to 
upgrade if you have a basic 
low-speed Internet plan. 
You won’t get anywhere 
near your modem’s capac- 
ity. 

The exception is if you 
have a really old DOCSIS 
1.1 modem. That really 
needs to be replaced. 

In addition to boosting 
your transfer rates, a newer 
modem could clear up any 
connection issues you’ve 
been experiencing. Many 
cable companies are phas- 
ing out DOCSIS 1.1 
modems anyway. 

To find out what kind of 
a modem you have, visit 
the modem manufacturer’s 
website. Then look up your 
model number. This infor- 
mation should be on the 
bottom or back of the 
modem. 

Even if you’ve deter- 
mined that you should 
upgrade, you aren’t done 
yet. The big question is 
should you buy a new 
modem or lease one from 
your cable company? 

Both strategies have 
their pros and cons. 

The major cable pro- 
viders tack on a monthly 
fee of $3 or more for rent- 
ing a modem. If anything 
goes wrong with it, the 
company will usually fix it 
or replace it for no charge. 

Most cable companies 
keep the modem up-to-date 
with the latest firmware 
automatically. This can 
enhance the modem’s per- 
formance. 

Call your provider and 
see if it will upgrade you to 
a DOCSIS 3 modem for 
free. It might do so to keep 
you a happy customer. 
Some people have even 
gotten the monthly rental 
fee waived. 

So, what about buying 
your own modem? There’s 
a case for that as well. 

Let’s say you lease a 
modem for $4 a month. 
After 4 years, you’ve 
shelled out $192. 

You can buy an excel- 
lent DOCSIS 3 modem for 
$85-$ 100. It’s more expen- 
sive up front. But the lon- 
ger you keep the modem, 
the more you save. I know 
people who have had the 
same modem for 6 years or 
more. 

The downside is that 
you’re on the hook if

Dur- 
ing this weekend only, there 
will be reduced adoption fees 
on all cats and kittens.

ter box trained and socialized 
to humans and other cats. 

The Lawrence County 
Humane Society encourages 
people to enrich their lives by 
adopting a cat. These tips 
should be considered when 
adopting: 

• Age: While kittens are 
hard to resist, adult cats are 
often better suited to families 
with young children. Mature 
cats respond better to being 
handled by inquisitive young- 
sters. 

• Number: It can be benefi- 
cial to adopt more than one cat 
or kitten, especially if the pets 
will be left alone for long peri- 
ods while you are gone. Not 
all cats enjoy companionship, 
but many are very social with 
members of their own species. 

• Personality: Many cats 
are under a great deal of stress 
in a shelter environment. A 
cat’s true personality may not 
emerge until she has been in 
her new home for several 
weeks. The Lawrence County 
Humane Society encourages 
you to visit with the cat and 
spend time with it at the Shel- 
ter so you can find the right 
personality for your home. 

• Coat: The longer the cat’s 
fur, the more brushing will be 
needed to prevent painful mat- 
ting. 

• Nutrition and health: 



Good nutrition and twice- a- 
year vet visits will help your 
cat stay healthy and happy. 
Keep your cat indoors to pre- 
vent her from contracting dis- 
eases, being hit by a car or 
getting hurt by other animals. 

• Tags and microchips: 
Millions of cats are taken to 
animal shelters as strays each 
year - but only about 2 per- 
cent of cats without an ID tag 
or microchip are reunited with 
their owners. Make sure your 
cat wears a collar and tag with 
the cat’s name and your name, 
address and phone number. 
Microchips provide perma- 
nent identification that can 
never come off or get lost. 

• Prepare your home: Adult 
cats and kittens love to climb 
and explore, so beware of pos- 
sible hazards. Don’t let cords 
or wires dangle, and cover any 
floor heating and air vents. 
Some houseplants may be 
toxic; check with your vet for 
details. 

• Kids and cats: Children 
should be taught that a kitten 
or cat is a companion, not a 
toy. Rough handling can lead 
to injuries to both the cat and 
the child. 

• Dogs and cats: Cats and 
dogs often enjoy each other’s 
company, but great care must 
be taken when introducing 
these two species. Some dogs 
may be aggressive toward 
small animals and may not be 
suited to sharing their homes 
with cats. If you have a dog, 
ask the adoption staff if you 
can bring him to the shelter to 
meet the cat in a controlled 
environment before you 
adopt. Most cats will be 
frightened the first time they 
see a dog and will need time 
to accept a canine companion.
